Madam  Mayor,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Wareham  for  the  year  1957. 


The  Report  is  set  out  in  sections  in  the  following  order: - 
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The  health  of  the  Borough  generally  speaking  remained  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year,  except  for  the  prevalence  of  Asian  influenza 
during  October  and  November.  There  were  no  serious  cases  of 
notifiable  infectious  disease. 


The  mid  year  estimated  population  figure  is  the  same  as  that 
for  the  Census  in  1  951 .  Births  were  9  more  than  the  previous  year, 
and  the  total  deaths  registered  were  only  42  compared  with  70  in  195^. 

The  housing  situation  remains  substantially  the  same  as  in  195&. 
There  are  still  the  young  families  who  have  to  wait  unduly  long  for  a 
home  of  their  own. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  present  sewerage  works  has  again  been 
pointed  out  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  solution  will  be  found  to  this 
difficult  problem. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  during  the  year, 
and  to  thank  the  other  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
co-operation,  especially  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Tanner, 
who  has  helped  to  prepare  this  report.

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SANITARY  CIRCLliSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 


There  has  been  no  general  change  in  the  source  of  water  during 
the  year.  The  new  9"  main  installed  during  1956  continued  to  give 
adequate  gravitational  pressures  throughout  the  Borough  without  the 
need  for  boosting.  Occasional  complaints  were  received  of  poor 
pressures  but  on  investigation  these  were  found  to  be  due  to 
corroded  service  pipes  and  in  most  cases  were  renewed. 

The  daily  consumption  during  June  increased  to  198,000  gallons 
owing  to  a  prolonged  dry  spell,  and  during  July  and  August  the  average 
was  187,000  gallons.  Householders  were  asked  to  exercise  strict 
economy  during  these  periods. 

The  average  pimping  rate  over  the  year  was  10,900  gallons  per 
hour.  The  quality  of  the  water  remains  very  satisfactory  and  only 
very  occasionally  was  a  sample  unsatisfactory,  this  being  possibly 
due  to  defects  in  collection  and  testing. 

Discussions  continued  during  the  year  towards  the  formation  of 
a  Water  Board,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  agreement  had  more  or  less 
been  reached  by  most  of  the  Authorities  who  would  be  participating 

in  this  Board. 


The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  was  approximately 
173,300  gallons.

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SEWERAGE  AM)  DRAINAGE 


The  sewerage  system  in  addition  to  serving  the  Borough  receives 
sewage  from  59  houses  on  the  Bestwall  Area  of  the  W ar eham  and  Purbeck 
Rural  District  Council.  There  were  no  major  extensions  to  the 
sewerage  system  or  the  disposal  works. 

During  the  year  more  lagoons  were  excavated  and  in  addition  a 
small  percolating  filter  was  constructed  through  which  the  overspill, 
of  all  the  lagoons,  was  discharged.  During  very  dry  weather  there 
would  be  no  discharge  from  the  works,  but  during  heavy  rain  it  would 
be  possible  to  direct  the  discharge  through  this  filter;  the  next 
year  should  see  the  completion  of  the  lagoons. 

At  certain  times  when  the  wind  was  south-easterly  complaints 
were  received  from  the  housing  development  along  the  Sandford  Road. 

I  would  again  reiterate  what  I  reported  in  iry  last  annual  report 
viz.  that  the  works  are  gradually  becoming  overloaded  and  improve¬ 
ments  would  appear  inevitable;  increased  housing  development  will 
tend  to  aggravate  this  still  more.  I  understand,  however,  that 
negotiations  have  been  instituted  with  the  Pareham  and  Purbeck  Rural 
District  Council  with  a  view  to  a  combined  scheme  for  the  Borough 
and  the  parish  of  Sandford  on  a  new  site  situated  further  from 
housing  development. 

No  serious  flooding  has  occurred  at  the  Quay  and  the  minor 
works  carried  out  there  appear  to  have  been  effective.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

House  and  trade  refuse  collection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  and 
collections  are  made  weekly.  The  tip  is  situated  in  the  adjoining 
Rural  District. 

Street  Cleansing 

The  main  streets  are  cleansed  and  swept  dally  and  the  minor  streets 
as  often  as  possible.  Despite  the  publicity  made  with  regard  to 
litter,  there  appears  to  be  little  improvement  in  this  connection,  and 
the  day  seems  as  far  off  as  ever  for  a  redaction  in  this  service. 

Perhaps  the  new  Litter  Act  will  have  the  desired  effect. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  is  only  one  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  at  the  County 
Secondary  Modern  School  for  the  use  of  pupils.  Bathing  takes  place 
in  the  River  From®  near  the  Quay  during  summer  months.  Some  samples 
were  taken  at  various  times  of  the  tide  and  all  these  were  heavily 
polluted,  less  so  at  high  tide.  There  are no  standards  for  river  water.

Inspection  of  Food  Premises,  Cafes,  etc. 

During  the  year  further  improvements  were  carried  out  to  some 
of  the  food  premises  to  bring  them  into  line  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1953*  Frequent  visits  were  made  to  these  establish¬ 
ments  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  still  more  the  standard 
of  food  hygiene. 

Informal  notices  served  during  the  year  -  7 
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HOUSING 

Three  private  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  but  no  Council 
houses.  Plans  were  approved  for  a  new  private  estate  for  some  80 
buildings.  During  the  year  the  Council  commenced  improvements  at 
14  pre-war  Council  houses;  all  houses  now  have  a  bathroom  and  all  but 
24  have  hot  water  systems  and  an  internal  W.C. 

During  the  year  a  further  3  dwellings  were  improved  with  grant  aid 
provided  under  the  Housing  Repairs  &  Rents  Act,  1954. 


The  following  shows  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list 
for  Council  houses: -

Aged  persons  (Borough  bungalows)  34 


For  the  past  two  years  only  three  houses  have  been  built  in  the 
Borough,  and  at  the  end  of  1957  there  was  an  increase  of  10  applicants 
on  the  list  of  persons  residing  in  the  Borough  waiting  for  Council 
houses.  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  the 
need  of  newly  weds  and  young  families  who  have  no  home  of  their  own. 
These  I  regard  as  one  of  the  most  urgent  categories  for  rehousing  and 
should  continue  to  be  given  priority  when  suitable  accommodation 
becomes  available.

PREV/JiENCE  AND  C0NTH0L  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  few  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  and  apart  from  two  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and 
two  of  pneumonia  none  were  serious  enough  to  require  admission  to  hospital. 

No  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis,  food  poisoning  or  dysentery  were 
notified. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious  disease  apart  from 
two  due  to  pneumonia. 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Country  a  relatively  mild  form  of 
influenza  was  prevalent  in  the  distract  during  October  and  November. 

Two  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  influenza  during  the  year,  compared 
with  one  in  the  previous  year. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  local  health  authority  continued  the  vaccination  of  children 
under  a  scheme  initiated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  during  the  year 
190  children  living  in  the  district,  born  between  194-7  -  1956,  were  given 
a  course  of  two  injections  by  the  District  Medical  Officer,  compared  with 
16  in  the  previous  year.
